• stood out foremost as the issue for keeping 
. 930(1* the fires of civilization. 


Possibly the first business men were only 


f I ujt i n, who exchanged commodities. Then the 
medium of exchange 
became metals, 
finally 


moulded into coins. Today coins are the things 
BUMt widely sought by all, and sometimes prob- 
ably too anxiously so. 


.However, back of all of this business 


through the ages of civilization, few people, even 
thaw most familiar with ffte Bible, would regard 
it as an encyclopedia of business. 


Yet if we examine the Bible with this par- 


ticular topic in mind we may be surprised to 
note the many sound business principles reveal- 
ed within that book. These early studies are 
among the first that pointed out the principles 
of good business. 


Lot showed the wisdom of selecting a good 


business location but later fell into the all too- 
prevalent error of allowing greed to bring dis- 
aster upon him. 


In the story of Esau we see the foolishness of 


sacrificing future gain for present temporary in- 
dulgence. 
Many business men have given 
up 


the good will of the people and the prospect for a 
great-business future for the sake of the present 
dollar. 


In Jacob's method of increasing his flock we 


have an excellent illustration of the young busi- 
ness man who starts on a very limited capital 
and builds up that capital and a good reserve by 
applying sound ideas and principles in his busi- 
ness. 


In the incident of Elijah and the prophets of 


Baal we see clearly illustrated the fact that un- 
worthy competition may often be beaten at its 
own game. 


The value of organization nnd teamwork 


stands prominently forth in the history of the 
twelve tribes of Israel. 


Ananias .and Sapphira illustrated the truth 


that the act of withholding what rightfully be- 
'longs ta another is as much one of dishonesty, as 
that oJL taking another's possessions. 
A great 


lesson.fiere for tax dodgers. 


Then there is Judas, whose paltry thirty 


pieces «f silver are a shrieking admonition that 
ill-gotten gains are no comfort 10 their possessor. 


Tins list might be extended almost indefinite- 


ly. Aitd it is n self-evident fact that the busi- 
ness man ol today who neglects to put into prac- 
tice th* teachings of these eternal truths is build- 
ing his business house upon the sand. 


A TIP FOR LINDY 


Cetonel Charles A. Lindbergh isn't long oi\ 


taking advice. If he were, he probably wouldn't 
have tried to fly to Paris in the first place. 


Nevertheless, here is a little for him. 
The colonel find it hard to understand at 


times, why he remains such an object of interest 
to newspaper reporters. 
He can't sec why all of 


his comings and goings have to have so much 
publicity; why he can't start out on a little air- 
plane trip without seeing headlines blaze up in 
all the newspapers and arousing a new wave ot 
public attention. 


The answer is relatively simple. 
If he would shun the reporters less, they 


would pay less attention to him. 


That sounds paradoxical, but it is true. 
Lindbergh visits some city — let's say Boston, 


for example. 
After finishing his business he 


goes to the airport, trundles out his plane and 


starts off. Being a modest young man, he says 
as little as possible about it; as often as not he 
gets away before the reporters fairly realize be 
has arrived. 


Accordingly, his trips take on a mysterious 


air that draws more public attention to them 
than they otherwise would get. 
If Lindbergh 


would simply say, "Yes, I flew here to see Major 
So-and-So, and now I'm going to fly back to New 
York to confer with Mr. This-and-That," nobody 
would pay a great deal of attention. But the 
semi-secrecy of bis movements — born, of course 
out of his highly commendable modesty—draws 
the very limelight he is trying to dodge. Lind- 
bergh making a routine flight from Boston to 
New York is one thing; and Lindbergh mysteri- 
ously taking off from Boston for an unanounced 
destination is quite another. 


Unfortunately, he'll never be able to have 


the privacy he wants. He is, for better or for 
worse, a public character now. 
But he could 


make the newspapers pay considerably less at- 
tention to him if he did not try to be quite so 
self effacing. 


THE PEN IN WORLD PEACE 


The press of world, which sometimes is re- 


ferred to in conflicts as the "pen being mightier 
than the sword," may be called upon to demon- 
strate those words, as a well known newspaper 
enthusiast has declared that the press is the only 
means of promoting world peace. 


This person is Charles D. Haines, former 


congressman of New York, who has 
promoted 


and financed the organization of the Interna- 
tional Press Foundation, which is highly en- 
dorsed by newspapers throughout the United 
States. 


He believes that with the united effort of 


the press of the world, lies the only means of 
promoting world peace. 


"I agree with Rear Admiral Charles P. Plun- 


kett who said that we are nearing the greatest 
war in our history," said Congressman Haines in 
an interview given out in Miami, where he is 
spending the winter. 
"The only thing, as I see 


the present world situation, that will prevent 
another great war and that soon, is the united 
effort of the press on a world-wide peace pro- 
gram."

GIVEN II TEST 


Experimental Work Has Been 
Done To Determine Best Me- 


thods Of Treating Seeds 


For Yields 


U. S. DEPARTMENT HAS 


VALUABLE BOOKLET NOW 


Different View Points Have Been 
Responsible For Various Ex- 


periments Made 


Much experimental work has 


been done with the potato to de- 
termine the best methods of 
treating the seed to secure the 
most satisfactory yields. The re- 
;ults have varied to the point of 
onfusion in many instances. In 
Technical 
Bulletin No. 5-T, 


Source, Character, and Treat- 
ment of Potato Sets," just issued 
y the United States Department 
if Agriculture, William Stuart 
reviews the results of notewor- 
hy experimental work and in 
addition presents the results ot 
he department investigations on 
he source, character, and treat- 
ment of potato sets. 


The relative value of the seed 


and stem end of the tuber for 
seed purposes have served as a 
>asis of numerous studies, both 
in this country and in foreign 
ountries to determine which 
portion of the tuber will ordin- 
trily produce the larger yield. 
Some growers are so firmly con- 
inced that the seed end of the 
uber is undesirable for seed 
urposes that they clip it off and 
discard it. Other growers are 
equally convinced that the seed 
nd is superior to the stem end 
or planting. These 
different 


lew points have been responsi- 
ble for repeated efforts to de- 
monstrate the superiority of one 
iver the other. 
After a study of the literature 


n which each -end" of the po- 
ato has proved superior to the 
ther in different tests, Mr. 
ituart concludes that 
it is 


oubtful whether there is any 
eal superiority of one end over 
tie other for seed purposes. The 
lata as a whole, however, seem 
to indicate that as the weight of 
he set increases there is a 
greater response from the seed 
nd than from the stem-end set. 
Sprouting seed potatoes in the 


light before planting them, a 
uocess known as "greening," 
as long been practiced by grow- 
rs of early potatoes in most 
European countries in an effort 
o hasten the development of 
ubers of marketable size early in 
the season. Greening is not yet a 
ommercial practice in the Uni- 
ted States. In fact, the depart- 
ment studies, covering a period 
at years in four different locali- 
ies, show rather conflicting re- 
sults when yearly comparisons 
are made, or when the average 
yields for the period are consid- 
ered. Detailed discussion of the 
subject is included in the bulle- 
tin. Consideration is also given 
o the advisability of planting 
mmature rather than 
mature 
eed.

Five patents on inventions, be- 
lieved to embody a principle si- 
milar to the so-called -fuel-less 
motor" recently credited to Les- 
ter 1. Hendershot of Pittsburgh, 
have been granted by the U. S. 
patent office. 


All five of the inventions, two 


dating back to the last century, 
depend for their power on elec- 
tricity extracted from the air on 
the earth. Each professes to op- 
erate without fuel or batteries. 


Experts at the patent 
office 


believe the devices to be comer- 
daily valueless and impractica- 
ble. 


Patents could not be obtained 


on jthem today as inventors are 
noV required to demonstrate 
the feasibility as well as the no- 
velty of their brain children. 


The first apparatus of this 


type was patented a year before 
the Civil war, 1860, by H. C. Vion, 
a resident of Paris. 


Vion's idea was to extract el-

His Invention was de- 
rived from Benjamin Franklin's 
electrical experiments with a 
kite and a key. 


A Philadelphian, William L. 


Pennock, in 1909 patented on a 
similar device to capture electri- 
city from the clouds and carry 
It through wires to an -energy 
accumulator." 


Pennock later took out a sec- 


ond patent covering a modified 
apparatus based on the same 
principle. In both patents he 
proposed to transmit the energy 
from the rare strata above . the 
clouds and store it on the earth's 
surface for use. 


An elaborate method of ex- 


tracting electricity from the air 
was patented in 1901 by A. Pal- 
enscar, of Budapest, Hungary, 
who proposed to release energy 
by condensing water droplets in 
the air. 


The most complicated scheme 


was patented in 1872 by William 
H. Ward, of Auburn, N. Y.. who 
proposed to project electricity in 
the air from one tall tower to 
another.
